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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF N. C. 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travels throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable 
location for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were 
encountered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres, 
located one and one-half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, was 
obtained for $1,565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time 
possession was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored 
Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “The 
Colored Orphan Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thorn- 
ton, Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheat- 
ham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational in- 
stitution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of 
support, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines 
in order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage,” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. 
Patillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one 
year and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, 
who served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without 
salary, but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had 
nc income of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that 
time that Mr. Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills 
contracted in providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as 
treasurer of the Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell 
became connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not 
only received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the 
institution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boy’s dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later 
a girls’ dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440; a little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage 
property was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land, on which was 
located a well-built house, was gratefully received. There were on 
band numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred 
because of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young 
children and a matron moved into this new home, since space was 
made available for the new children. 
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Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and 
fraternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm sup- 
plied the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The 
proceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obliga- 
tions. The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated 
$5,000 yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 
during Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his 
position at Oxford in 1903 in order to help with establishment of the 
Orphanage in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-congressman and a member of the 
original board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superin- 
tendent. Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. 
In keeping with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed 
during his administration to replace the original frame buildings. The 
bricks were made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The build- 
ings erected were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining 
room, laundry and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke 
School and Office Building were also erected during this time, a gift 
of Mr. B. N. Duke. The farm acreage was increased until it reached 
the size of 400 acres. 

The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named 
to the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. 
Levy, J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex. Peace, G. C. 
Shaw. 

Under the act of re-incorpcration it was authorized that the 
Governor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Gran- 
ville County as members of the board of directors. 


In 19385 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son, Charles, succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern 
city. 

Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the 
administration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant, among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also a sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city 
of Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The 
Orphanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. 
Alston, until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected 
superintendent. 

Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development 
of a definite vocational and recreational program. During his ad- 
ministration considerable progress was made along these lines, and 
efforts were made to have the institution meet standards set by other 
educational institutions of the State. Buildings were screened and 
the interiors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and 
superintendent’s home were erected. 

In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage 
and infirmary. 


_ The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, neces- 
sitated the use of all available funds to replace the buildings. This 
dormitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens 
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of the entire State of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their 
finances to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which 
has been in use since 1949. 


Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford Mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. ~ 
Five students have graduated from college, and seven students are 
attending at the present time. 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given by work experience. 


The development of a full time sewing department greatly re- 
duced the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the voca- 
tional training for girls. In addition, the girls learn laundrying, 
cooking and general housekeeping. 


Though there has been no full-time director of recreational 
activities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and sociali- 
zing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is 
in a stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, 
bus rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scout programs, band and choral 
activities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was 
elected superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The 
steady progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis 
on all needs of children. 


The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and 
to give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society 
in which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the 
selection of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and 
mental defectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accented by the fact that there have been 
no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 


The Institution must continue to expand its facilities to meet the 
ever increasing need for its services. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Mr. Chairman, Members of the Board of Directors, The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina: 


GREETINGS: 

I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Colored 
Orphanage of North Carolina for the fiscal year July 1, 
1953 through June 30, 1954. 


We are most grateful for the prosperous condition of 
the institution in spite of the decline nationally in business 
operations, drought and other handicaps. Our many friends 
are still loyal in their support although a slight drop in 
our financial contributions is to be noticed. Our total con- 
tributions for the past year were $30,648.50, the details 
of which are shown in our financial summary. 

Over the past year we have been able to continue making 
much needed improvements in our facilities. In order that 
we might improve our dairy program we built an entirely 
new lounge-barn of adequate size. The cost was only 
$859.98 due to the fact that just about all of the timber 
used in this barn was that which was salvaged from the 
right of way for the new highway (by-pass) which comes 
through our farm. 

We also were able to complete the much needed ren- 
ovation in our dining room and kitchen. This work con- 
sisted of the placing of a cement floor in the basement with 
coal bins for fuel supply, completely rebuilding the kitchen 
floor with a surface of ceramic tile, new dishwashing equip- 
ment, steam table, new walls and paint job, modern lighting 
and other modern fixtures and equipment. The total cost 
of this work was $14,855.12. 

The new equipment and changes in our kitchen proved 
our lighting and power system inadequate: In order to 
meet this need we renovated our entire power line; adding 
needed outside lights. The work was done at a cost of 
$1,632.65. 

In view of the fact that the new by-pass referred to 
above, changed the appearance of our farm, we had all 
orphanage property resurveyed at a cost of $290.00. As 
a result of land taken by highway by-pass and 3.94 acres 
sold to Hancock Realty Company, the institution’s real 
estate holdings consist of 340 acres in this county. 

We have also improved our leisure time activities by 
adding new playground equipment at a cost of $135.62. 

Through the kindness of friends two television sets 
have been installed on our campus. The Rocky Mount— 
Wilson—Tarboro Chapter of Links, Inc., presented a set to 
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our girls dormitory and Operation Christmas presented 
the set in our little boys dormitory. Another group is at 
present raising funds with which they hope to purchase a 
set for the Shepard building. 


In the spring of 1953 we had the largest number of 
orphanage students to complete high school for any one 
year of our existence. This was also reflected in our having 
eight students pursuing courses above the high school level 
during the last school term. Four were in college, three in 
Nursing, and one in Business. One graduated from college 
this spring. One completed nurse training and we will 
have one to enter college this fall. We had two high school 
graduates, one of whom held highest honors in the class. 
Twelve students completed elementary school this year. 

The loyal cooperation of our staff and the faculty of 
Angier B. Duke School made possible efficient operation 
under the handicap of smaller contributions and drought 
conditions. For this devotion to our program we are deeply 
grateful. 


Due to the close attention given our physical health 
program by Dr. W. N. Thomas, our physician; the Gran- 
ville County Health Department, Mrs. Jean Averette, visi- 
pidemnunpee-sUr KR. L. Noblin, Dr. EK. E. Toney, Dr. 3278. 
Colson and the officials of Shaw Memorial Hospital, our 
record along the lines of health has been especially good. 
To these individuals and agencies we wish to express our 
appreciation. 

To the institution’s need for a cottage in which to house 
our younger girls and a food preservation unit for the 
preparation and the preserving of food, has developed the 
acute need for a complete renovation of our laundry facili- 
ties. Our laundry equipment has become so worn after 15 
years of service that replacement and renovation is the 
only answer to the problem. Efforts in this direction are 
already underway. Fire escapes from our auditorium 
should be added as a safety measure. 

We are continuing to emphasize our expansion program 
which by the same token means continuing to stress the 
financial program. It will continue to require a large por- 
tion of the superintendent’s time in making personal con- 
tacts with those groups and individuals who are and can 
be interested in our program to maintain and stimulate 
those activities being sponsored in behalf of our institution. 

We are also continuing to emphasize vocational train- 
ing, religious and moral education. It is our belief that 
those children who grow up in a well balanced, wholesome 
atmosphere have a better opportunity to become well-ad-

justed and useful citizens. We are still hoping that as we 
make physical improvements, we can better organize our 
trades program, thus improving our efforts to prepare the 
children for a better opportunity to earn a livelihood.

ACTIVITIES 


REVEREND T. H. BROOKS, Superintendent. 


Activities at the institution are steadily being increased, thereby 
greatly adding to the recreational program for the children. It would 
be quite a job to recall the numerous happenings that have given full- 
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ness to the total program, yet one is conscious of the positive effects 
of religion, music, athletics, visual education, dramatics and family 
fellowship. 


It is realized that our main job, regardless of the area of work, 
is the preparation of the child for life so that he or she will be happy, 
useful, self-respecting and a respected member of society. In order 
to reach these ideals, as in any field of human endeavor, patience 
is forever a virtue. It would seem that the best ways to live would 
be so enjoyable and irresistible in appeal to children, that the child 
with a problem would be a thing of the past. But in truth, children 
need to be constantly guided and counseled because of their thought- 
lessness, irresponsibility and who need motivation. 


The encouraging side of the matter is that there are students 
who are, by their exemplary conduct, scholarship, etc., now in train- 
ing above the secondary level and many who have been discharged 
are doing a splendid job in their communities. Life at our institution 
cannot be rich and wholesome unless it includes play for individuals 
as well as groups. There have been bus rides, outings, parties and 
games planned at various intervals during the year for their enjoy- 
ment. These affairs have played an important part in the lives of 
most of our children and a noted improvement in their conduct is 
seen. 


Motion pictures, radio and television have their place in the 
American family life and our children have had the opportunity of 
seeing and hearing many educational and entertaining programs. A 
million thanks goes to the Links Club, Incorporated, of Rocky Mount 
and the Pope Field Airborne Division of Fort Bragg for gifts of an 
Admiral 21-inch screen television and a Zenith 17-inch screen tele- 
vision, respectively. 


Again both boys and girls basketball teams made a fine showing 
on the hardwood court as good sports although our losses exceeded 
our wins. The coach for the girls’ team was Mrs. K. M. Cozart and 
much credit is due her for efficiently managing the girls. Among the 
moral values in which we are able to see improvements are respect for 
rules, an ability to subordinate selfish interests for the benefit of 
the team and a sense of fair play. 


Daily Vacation Bible School was again held under the direction 
of Miss Hattie H. Joyner with the assistance of matrons and three 
high school students. The children from five years of age through 12 
years enjoyed their two weeks of Bible Study, art work and play. At 
the closing program an excellent exhibit was on display. 


Sound religious experiences are of great importance at our insti- 
tution in sustaining ideals and in guiding our impressionable youth 
toward the reshaping of values for good Christian living. Sunday 
school is held each Sunday morning at 9:30 a. m.; joining and at- 
tending community churches of their preference is available for those 
who wish. Vesper services are held in the chapel on the second and 
fourth Sundays in each month at 3:00 p.m. The public is invited. 
‘Wednesday night prayer meeting and daily devotions in dormitories 
are other religious activities. The Orphanage choir, under the di- 
rection of Mrs. M. P. Hoke, furnishes music for our Vesper Services 
as well as a number of off-campus programs. The group has appeared 
on the following occasions:

During the year there were 
numerous occasions for our boys and girls to play solos, duets, trios, 
and other instrumental grouping at Sunday school and off campus 
programs. The band has always been a morale builder for the insti- 
tution and we point with pride to the splendid service rendered at:

During the graduation exercises of the A. B. Duke Elementary 
School prizes were given to students on the basis of good citizenship. 
They were awarded according to their development along the follow- 
ing lines: honesty, conduct, personality, ability to assume responsi- 
bility, general progressiveness, courtesy, dependability, attitude, 
efficiency in work and service to the institution. The Martha Hamlin 
Brooks Prize offered since 1946 by Reverend T. H. Brooks in mem- 
ory of his mother, is given each year to the worthy girl along the 
above line. This prize was given to Era King and Mary Speight. The 
Ottaway Hamme Prize initiated by the late Superintendent T. A. 
Hamme is continued by his family and goes to the boy with the best 
record in the above qualities. Joseph Rankin and Willie Brinkley 
were recipients. The graduating class was composed of 12 Orphanage 
children and 13 children from the community. 

I wish to express appreciation to the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce of Oxford for the splendid Christmas party planned for the 
children. Pope Field Airborne Division of Fort Bragg and Santa 
Claus brought many valuable presents and again each boy and girl 
as well as the entire personnel wish to thank them. 

Much credit is due Superintendent T. H. Brooks for the progress 
made in the various activities and I wish to express my gratitude for 
the splendid support given.

REPORT OF SUPERVISING MATRON 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

Our attention is focused on the activities completed during the 
past twelve months as the fiscal year ends. 

With the cooperation of the house directresses, who look after 
the repairing needs of their respective groups, our never-ending task 
of providing clothing and other needs for these girls and boys has 
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been carried on through the sewing department. There is no end to 
the amount of patching, mending, putting on buttons and other re- 
pairs necessary in order to keep the clothing in daily repair. 

In assisting with the various tasks the most important phase of 
cur program is the valuable training the girls receive. Beginners are 
taught embroidery, mending and how to make simple garments by 
hand and machine. Students who are advanced cut and make gar- 
ments with the use of patterns and help with the special tasks that 
we are called upon to carry out from time to time. Many articles of 
clothing are donated to the Institution and the girls learn how to re- 
make these into useful articles. The importance of using what we 
have to an advantage is stressed greatly. The sewing department has 
also made slip covers, costumes, curtains, draperies and other special 
types of skilled sewing. Our equipment has been improved and we 
have all electric machines. 

This year the laundry department has an adult supervisor. This 
great assignment is carried out by the girls working cooperatively 
and we have had satisfactory results from the standpoint of training 
and the standard of workmanship. In the future we hope to improve 
our equipment and extend the services of our laundry. 

All of our friends are invited to visit the laundry and sewing 
departments. 

The supervisor’s time is used in other capacities which reduces 
the number of finished articles that would ordinarily be produced by 
the sewing department. New garments include:

DIETITIAN’S REPORT 


We are proud of the fact that great improvements have been 
made in the food handling department. With our kitchen completely 
remodeled and a heating unit installed, we have been able to better 
prepare the food, which is essential for the good health of everyone. 

During the past year a total of 289,027 meals were served in the 
dining room regularly which does not include meals served to visit- 
ing groups on special occasions. Every effort is made to give well 
balanced meals and we appreciate the valuable suggestions offered 
by various agencies. 

The girls are taught to prepare and serve food as attractively 
as possible. Cleanliness, orderliness and sanitation are stressed at 
all time. 

Unfortunately, our garden failed us due to unfavorable weather 
conditions and we in the foodhandling department have felt its re- 
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sults keenly. To feed the 150 children and staff, large quantities 
of food are needed and when we are unable to produce it, our ex- 
penses in this area run high. However, we were able to realize the 
following from farm production: 


2,010 lbs. of Beef 
1,387 lbs. of Veal 
2,460 lbs. of Pork 
900 lbs. of Sausage 
1,190 lbs. of Lard 
500 quarts of String Beans 
200 quarts of Lima Beans 
300 quarts of Cabbage 
800 quarts of Squash 
500 quarts of Corn 
400 quarts of Green Peas 
1,000 quarts of Greens 
200 quarts of Blackeye Peas 
200 quarts of Tomatoes 
100 quarts of Applesauce 
40 quarts of Pickle

FARM REPORT 


REVEREND T. H. BRooKS, Superintendent: 


The operation of Farming Activities at our institution is a much 
needed program for subsistence as well as for economic and educa- 
tional values. Our total Farm Activities include: Dairying, Soil Con- 
servation, Swine Production, Pasture Fencing, Vegetable Production 
and Preservation, Farm Mechanics and Campus Beautification. We 
have endeavored to make every project rich with educational experi- 
ence enabling our children to gain first hand knowledge of many 
things pertaining to farming. 

A number of improvements were made in the area of Swine Pro- 
duction with the help of Mr. G. Lyons. Better housing was brought 
about by building eight “A” type farrowing houses, which gave shel- 
ter for six sows and their one hundred and twenty-one pigs. 


Some years ago a small apple and peach orchard was begun. 
With constant care we have been able to reduce the amount of in- 
ferior fruit, which raised our fruit and vegetable production to 6,595 
bushels. During the month of September 476 bushels of sweet pota- 
toes were dug and stored for winter. During the spring 67,500 sweet 
potato slips were planted for harvest during the fall. Meat produc- 
tion reached 3,397 lbs. for beef and veal; 14,650 lbs. of pork. 

In the Dairy Program a large barn 74’x62’ was erected, to offer 
better housing for the cattle, with the cooperation of Mr. Norman. 

With the advent of power driven machinery our Farm Mechanic, 
Mr. James Taborn, has saved many hours of idleness for our tractors 
and equipment and the boys gained valuable training in caring for 
farm tractors and equipment. The campus beautification program 
supervised by Mr. Townes gives valuable training in improving one’s 
surroundings. 

I wish to thank the superintendent, the members of the staff 
and the boys for their cooperation in helping to make this year a

BARBER SHOP DEPARTMENT

shop is open two nights a week, Tuesdays and Thursdays.

In addition to serving the needs of the boys of the institution 
this department offers vocational training that can prove beneficial 
to those who master the art. Students leaving the orphanage have 
gone into the field of barbering, some eventually owning their busi- 
nesses, trace their start back to our shop.

We have made an examination of the financial records of 


THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
Oxford, North Carolina 


for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1954, and submit herewith 
our report. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A,” is a balance sheet of all funds. 
The records of the Institution are carried on a cash basis; however, 
this balance sheet is prepared on an accrual basis. It will be noted 
that the Maintenance Fund showed an overdraft of $1,332.18 at June 
30, 1954. 


Schedule B-3 attached hereto is a statement of the budget opera- 
tions for the year under review. This statement shows that the actual 
expenditures for the year exceeded the estimated budget in the amount 
of $5,301.47. 


Attached hereto, as Schedule B-4, is a summary statement of the 
comparative receipts and costs of the Maintenance Fund for the fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1953, and June 30, 1954. 


Schedule B-5, attached hereto, is a statement of the Per Capita 
Cost. We are of the opinion that certain expenditures made from 
the Maintenance Fund are no doubt made in the interest of raising 
funds for the Permanent Improvement Fund. We call attention to the 
note qualifying this statement at the bottom of Schedule B-5. 


The nominal profit from the Farm, Garden and Dairy Opera- 
tions amounted to $9,877.10, and is so shown on Schedule B-6, at- 
tached hereto. This statement was prepared from data given us by 
the management and the quantities and prices were accepted by us 
without verification. The profit from operations for the year under 
review was less than the preceding year and we were told by the man- 
agement that this was due to the severe drought and to the lack of 
having access to adequate canning facilities. 

Contributions to the Permanent Improvement Fund for the year 
under review amounted to $18,329.31. Also, deposited to this fund 
was $394.00 from the sale of 3.94 acres of land, making a total of 
revenue collections amounting to $18,723.31, as shown on Schedule 
B-8, attached hereto. 

Attached hereto, as Schedule B-9, is a statement of disbursements 
made from the Permanent Improvement Fund during the year under 
review, amounting to $18,164.75. 

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C,” is a statement of the Capital 
Assets amounting to $506,675.00. The valuations placed on the Capi- 
tal Assets were estimates arrived at by inspecting the policies of in- 
surance coverage and other data and information obtained from the 
superintendent and members of the Executive Committee of the Board 
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of Directors. These valuations are subject to future appraisal and 
changes that the Board of Directors may deem advisable to make. 

Exhibit “D,’”’ attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. There were no additions to 
the Trust Funds during the year under review. 

Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Exhibit “E,” 
attached hereto. There remained in this Fund at June 30, 1954, an 
unexpended cash balance of $1,414.98. This Fund was created in the 
year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this Fund consists of contribu- 
tions from various individuals and organizations. The purpose of this 
Fund is to aid worthy high school graduates of the Institution in de- 
fraying college expenses. The advances made from this Fund for 
that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of the parties to whom 
advances have been made. Outstanding advances at June 30, 1954, 
amounted to $8,527.94, and are so shown on Exhibit ‘“D.” 


GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursements records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records of the Insti- 
tution with the respective depositories. All disbursements were evi- 
denced by properly executed checks, on which the endorsements ap- 
peared in order. We reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1954, 
with respective depositories and found same in agreement with the 
records of the Institution. 

The Imprest Cash Fund and Children’s Cash Fund we properly ac- 
counted for. We examined by inspection and count the $30,000.00, 
maturity value U.S. Savings Bonds, comprising the assets of the New 
Farmers of America Trust Fund. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1954, were taken 
in consideration in this audit as we assumed there would be little dif- 
ference in the beginning and ending inventories. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this audit report not re- 
ferred to, are we believe self-explanatory. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 
by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our exami- 
nation.
